Attorney Thomas M. Armstrong died 


suddenly in the court house Wednes- 
day afternoon at half past three 
o'clock. 
He was coming down the 


stairway leading from the jury rooms 
to the hall below and was on the third 
step from the bottom when Register 
and Recorder Edgar R.Horne, who was 
nearby, spoke to him. Mr. Armstrong 
replied and almost immediately after- 
ward fell to the floor. Mr. Home 
caught him as he was falling and 
broke the force of the fall. 
Prothon- 


otary James Cleaver and Deputy-Pro- 
tbonotary E. Howard Blackburn went 
to his assistance, but Mr. Armstrong 
was dying when they reached his side. 
Pnysicians were summoned and they 
COL firmed the belief of the bystanders, 
that life was extinct. 
The cause of 


death was heart failure. 
Undertaker 


M. A. Stoner took charge of the body 
and prepared it for burial 


Thomas M. Armstrong was a son of 


James Devecmon Armstrong and was 
born in Frostburg, Md., on March 15, 
1346. 
He was educated in the schools 


of his native town and at Michigan 
university, Ann Arbor, Mich. 
He 


studied medicine for two years and 
then, owing to ill health, gave up that 
profession and entered the service of 
ihe Baltimore and Ohio Railroad com- 
pany as telegraph operator at Bridge- 
port, now Hyndman. While there, m 
lS75,he was united in marriage to Miss 
Amanda Carpenter, daughter of Jacob 
and Mary E. Carpenter, of London- 
derry 
township. 
In 
1373 
they 


came 
to 
Bedford 
and 
Mr. Arm- 


strong, on February IS of that year, 
registered as a student-at-law in the 
office of Attorney Alexander King. 
He was admitted to the bar on Decem- 
ber 2, 1878, and practised in Bedford 
since that time. Air. Armstrong was 
attorney for the county commissioners 
from 1873 to 1881 and was the legal 
adviser of the directors of the poor for 
aoont fourteen years. 


He U survived by his wife and the 


following children: 
Lenore, who is 


employed in Mrs. Elia Gilchrist's mil- 
linery store.Bedford; Winnie, Divisson 
and Mary, at home; Devecmon, who is 
in the employ of the H. C. Frick Coke 
company, Scottdale, and Frank, a clerk 
in Kauffman's store, Pittsburg. 
Three 


sisters and one brother also survive 
him, namely, Mary, of Frostbnrg, Md.: 
Mrs. S. M. Hartman and Mrs. 'M. B. 
Ockerman, of Baltimore, and Davisson, 
president of the Citizens' National 
bank, Frostbnrg, Md. 


Mr. Armstrong was uniformly kind 


and courteous; he was a well read man 
and a fluent speaker. Although an 
ardent Republican, he was not a bitter 
partisan. 


Funeral services will be held this 


afternoon at 2 o'clock.

will be made in the Bedford cemetery.

Careers of George B. Beale and .Simon C 


Long. 


George B. Beale, theaewly appointed 


superintendent of the Bedford divis- 
ion, arrived,here Wednesday evening 
and took charge of his new position at 
midnight. 


Mr. Beale was born in Philadelphia, 


May 27, 1861. He was educated in the 
U-.iversity 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
from 


which institution he was graduated on 
June 15, 1681. He was appointed rod- 
man in September, 1S81, and employed 
on the extension of the second track of 
the Baltimore and Potomac railroad 
until November of the following year, 
when he was promoted to levelman 
and trainmaju on the Philadelphia, Ger- 
maotown and Chestnut Hill railroad, 
in which capacity he served until July, 
1883, at which time he resigned. He 
again entered the service as rodman in 
February, 1884, on the Pittsburg divis- 
ion of the Pennsylvania railroad^ con- 
tinuing in that position until February, 
1836, when he was transferred to the 
' ffiee of the assistant engineer of the 
Sew York division at Jersey City and 
placed in charge of the engineer corps 
of that division, March 10, 1888 
He 


was appointed assistant supervisor of 
Division "A," New York division, No- 
vember 1, 1889, and promoted to super- 
visor of the same division, May 1, 1890 
He was appointed sssistant engineer 
of the Middle division, Philadelphia 
and Erie railroad, December 17, 1894, 
and transferred to assistant engineer 
of the Middle division, Pennsylvania 
railroad, October 1, 1395, and in 1899 
was transferred to tbe same position on 
the New York division, with head- 
quarters at Jersey City. The Bedford 
employees are very favorably impressed 
with the new superintendent and they 
hope that he will, as near as possible, 
carry out the plans of his predecessor, 
S. C. Long, who left Bedford on Tuesday 
for Pittsburg to make an inspection of 
his new field of labor, a promotion he 
richly deserves. 


Simon Cameron Long was born near 


Harrisburg on September 7, 1857. He 
attended the public schools and grad- 
uated from the high school at Pine 
Grove in 1873. He entered Lafayette 
college, Easton, the same year; he 
took a full technical course and gradu- 
ated in 1877, with the degree of Civil 
Engineer. The same month in which 
he graduated he started conveyancing 
and later in the same year he entered 
the service of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad, serving in various 
capacities; then he was employed by 
several coal mining companies in the 
lower Schuylkill region in engineering 
and other work. On April 3, 1881, he 
entered the service of the Pannsylva- 
oia Railroad company, by recommenda- 
tion of the late Hon. Simon Cameron, as 
rodman in the construction of the 
four-track system on the Philadelphia 
division, rising to transitman, and was 
given charge of a corps. In April, 
1882, on recommendation of Assistant 
Chief Engineer Robert E. Pettit, he 
was transferred to the engineer office 
at Altoona, since which time his ap- 
pointments and promotions have been 
as follows: December 1,1882, assistant 
supervisor Pittsburg yard; May 16, 
1883, assistant supervisor, Walls, Pa.; 
August 14, 1884, assistant supervisor 
Philadelphia yard; February 1, 1885, 
supervisor Monongahela division; JNo- 
vember 1,,1885, supervisor, Lancaster, 
Pa.jNovember l,1889,assiBtantengineer 
Delaware division, Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore railroad; Jan- 
nary 1, 1893, assistant engineer Mary- 
land division, P. W. & B. R. R , and in 
1899, superintendent of the Bedford 
division, P. R. R. 


It is expected that Mr. Long will re- 


turn from Pittsburg tomorrow morn- 
ing and take Mr. Beale over the divis- 
ion to meet the employees and learn 
the various locations of improvements 
to be made this year, which are as fol- 
lows.

e TVaa Prominent In Nebraska Affairs 


I.out Before tbe State Wa8 Admitted 


—Originator of Arbor Day. 


Julius Sterling Morton, former sec- 
eta"*T of agriculture, died at Like 
Foreut, 111., at the home of his son, 
Mark Morton, on Sunday 
Mr. Mor- 


ton was born at Adams, X. Y., April 


J. S MOKTON. 


22,1832. His paternal ancestors were 
among the earliest settlers in New 
England. 
His parents removed to 


Michigan in 1834, settling at Monroe, 
where he attended a private school 
until he was fourteen years old, when 
he was sent to a seminary at Albion. 
In 1S50 he entered Ann Arbor, where 
he remained for some time. He was 
jraduated from Union college in 1854. 
In October of the same year he was 
married to Caroline Joy French, ol 
Detroit, immediately settling in Belle- 
vue, 
Neb. 
He then removed to Ne- 


braska City, where he has since lived. 


Mr. Morton was a practical farmer 


and lived upon the same farm for fifty 
years. He originated Arbor Day and 
;he thousands of trees thriving in the 
once woodless prairies of the west are, 
many of them, living witnesses of the 
beneficence of this new anniversary. 


Mr. Morton was an original member 


of the Nebraska territorial board of 
agriculture and of the Territorial Hor- 
ticultural society and acted as presi- 
dent of both associations. 
He was 


likewise a charter member of the Ne- 
braska State Historical society, being 
appointed a commissioner to the Paris 
exposition in 1899. He was the first 
editor and founder of the Nebraska 
CityJJTeios. 


In 1858 President Buchanan appoint- 


ed Mr. Morton secretary of the territory 
of Nebraska and he became, under a 
provision of the law, the acting gover- 
nor, upon the resignation of Governor 
W. A. Richardson. In 1893 President 
Cleveland appointed him secretary of 
agriculture. 
His administration of 


that office was marked with vigor and 
intelligence. Mr. Morton was in Wash- 
ington for four years as secretary of 
agriculture in President Cleveland's 
second administration. 
He regarded 


the distribution of seeds as paternalis- 
tic, and on that subject found himself 
in opposition to congress. His con- 
stant motto was to "plant trees," hav- 
ing it stamped in large letters under a 
picture of a tree on his stationery. Mr 
Morton was an ardent "gold man."

BY LAW. 


The Republicans at 
last have acknowl- 
edged that there is 
such a thing as a 
trust and that it is 


an evil instead of a blessing. This con- 
fession on the part of the party in 
power was made when Attorney-Gen- 
eral Knos ordered that injunction pro- 
ceedings be brought in Chicago against 
the beef trust. This action is gratify- 
ing because it justifies the hope that a 
check may be put upon corporate greed 
by the powerful machinery of the gov- 
ernment and because it indicates that 
the administration realizjs the gravity 


of the situation. 


While congress is waging warfare 


•upon this arch enemy of the people it 
should not lose sight of the fact that 
the moat effective and most direct way 
to win the battle is to repeal the tariff- 
for-monopoly-only on meat. But, of 
course, that is a proposition no Repub- 
lican in congress would deign to con- 
sider. The protectionists pretend that 
if the tariff is tampered with it will 
disturb business. They have in mind 
only a few favored ones when they 
argue thus. The high tariff politicians 
pay no attention to the workingman, 
the bone and sinew of the land, whose 
business it is to supply food for his 
family by the sweat of his brow.

The New York Board of Health Find It 


Contains Alum and Kock, Declare It 


Dangerous to Uealtli and Damp It 


Into the lllver. 


The New York papers report that 


the Healti Department of that city 
has seized as dangerous to health near- 
ly two tons of cheap mixtures sold for 
baking powder, and dumped them into 
the offal scow to be destroyed. More 
of the powder was found in a Sixth 
avenue department store. The report 
of the analysis of the Health Depart- 
ment stated tfcat it was "an alum bak- 
ing 
powder" containing alum and 


pulverized rock. 


The 
different Health Authorities 


seem to have different ways of re- 
pressing the sale of bad baking pow- 
ders. 
In England they have prose- 


cuted the grocers under the general 
law and broken up the traffic. In Mis- 
souri the sale of alum baking powder 
is actually prohibited by law. In New 
York 
they seiza 
the unwholesome 


stuff and cast it into the river, without 
any discussion. 
The latter way is 


certainly effective. 


The alum baking powders are usual- 


ly offered at a low price, ten to twenty 
cents a pound, or with some prize, as 
a temptation to the housewife. 


Consumers can protect 
themselves 


by buying only high-grade baking 
powder of established name and repu- 
tation. 
Do not be tempted by the 


grocer to take something else as "just 
as good" or "our own brand," for the 
trials show that the grocer himself is 
often deceived by unscrupulous makers 
and is selling an alum powder without 
knowing it. 


There are several good powders on 


the market; let the housekeeper insist 
on having what she knows is right, 
and not be induced to risk the life of 
the family for an imaginary saving of 
a few cents. 


BITUMINOUS COAL FIELD 


Of Pennsylvania—Bulletin Issued by the 


United States Geological Survey. 


The bituminous coal field of Penn- 


sylvaniaembraces the northeastern end 
ol the great Appalachian series of the 
coal measures. It includes an area of 
about 13,200 square miles, lying chiefly 
in the western part of the state, and 
spreading from Ohio, West Virginia 
and Maryland northeastward to Ntw 
York. The coal-bearing rocks cover 
practically the whole of Greene, Wash- 
ington, 
Allegheny, 
Westmoreland, 


Beaver, Lawrence,-Butler, Armstrong, 
Jefferson, Indiana, Clearfield and Cam- 
bria counties, and the greater parts of 
Fayette, Somerset, Elk, Clarion and 
Mercer counties, besides parts of Craw- 
ford, Venango, Forest, Warren, Mc- 
Kean, Cameron, Blair, Center, Clinton, 
Potter, Lycoming, Tioga and Bradford 
counties. 
Besides the main area, 


the Broad Top baain in Huntingdon 
and Bedford counties has an area of 
about 50 square miles, and is about 30 
miles east of the Allegheny Front, 


All available information regarding 


this, the most important of the bitu- 
minous coal fields of the United States 
is summarized in Part III of the XXII 
Annual Report of the United States 
Geological Survey, now in press, by 
David White and M. R. Campbell, 
who have drawn largely for their 
material upon the report of the Second 
Geological Survey of Pennsylvania. 


The prineipalcommercially workable 


beds of the state are the Sharon or 
block coal, whose commercial history 
dates from 1837, mined in nine coun- 
ties; the Mercer or Alton coals, mined 
in twelve counties; the Brookville coal, 
mined in thireen counties; the Clarion 
coal, mined in nine counties; the lower 
Kittauning, mined in seventeen conn- 
ties; the middle Kittanning, mined in a 
few places; the upper Kittanning coal, 
mined in twelve counties; the lower 
Freeport coal, mined in thirteen coun- 
ties; the upper Freeport, mined in 
eighteen counties; the Gallitzin coal, 
mined in five counties; the Philson 
coal, mined in three counties; the Bak- 
erstown coal, mined in two counties; 
the Berlin coal, mined in Somerset 
county; the Elk Lick coal, mined in 
four counties; the Little Pittsburg 
coal and the Painter coal, mined in

valleys to the west, and near the 
Allegheny slopes on the east, in Arm- 
strong, Westmoreland, Indiana and 
Cambria counties, is used as a steam 
coking coal. The great Pittsburg coal 
is adapted to high-grade steani, smith- 
ing and rolling mill use in Somerset 
county; and to steam and railroad uses 
in southern Indiana county. 
In east- 


ern Westmoreland and Fayette coun- 
ties it is the source of an enormous 
coking industry, and farther westward 
it ia especially valuable as a gas coal. 
Everywhere it is a very high-grade 
steani coal. 
The greater part of the 


Conuellsville coke is shipped to the 
furnaces of western Pennsylvania. 


The Pennsylvania beds of the Ap- 


palachian coal fields were the first to 
be commercially developed. The ear- 
liest record of coal mining in the Pitts- 
burg region is that supplied by Oapt. 
Thomas Hutchins, who visited Fort 
Pitt (now Pittsburg) in 1700, and found 
a coal mine opened on the opposite 
side of the Monongahela river. With 
the advent of the first steam engine in 
Pittsburg in 1794, the demand for the 
new fuel increased, and by 1800 a 
number of mines were in operation on 
both sides of Monongahela river and 
ccal was used quite extensively in 
salt works, glass factories, and for 
general purposes. The first coal was 
shipped from Plttsburg in 1803. As 
early as 1S04 barges with coal for snle 
were loaded in Clearfield county and 
floated down the Susquehanna to 
Columbia, in Lancaster. By 1825 it is 
reported that about 3,500 tons were 
used in the vicinity of Pittaburg. This 
local consumption increased to 464,000 
tons in 1846, in which year 214,000 tons 
were sent down the Ohio river, and 53 
steamboats were built for the river 
trade. The next year 56 boats were 
added to those already in use. About 
1842 the Blossburg basin, Tioga coun- 
ty, began commercial shipments, and 
the development of the Barclay basin, 
Bradford county, followed not long 
after. The use of the Sharon block 
coal in the furnaces of Mercer county 
is said to have begun in the same 
decade. The rapid exploitation of the 
coals in Cambria county dates prac- 
tically from the time of the construc- 
tion of the State Portage and the 
Pennsylvania railways. The remark- 
able development of the Reynoldsville 
basin began soon after the construe 
tion of the Low Grade division of the 
Allegheny railway in 1872. The de- 
velopment of these fields is eclipsed by 
the wonderful progress made in the 
size and number of plants and in the 
increased production of coke in the 
Connellsville and adjacent basins in 
the past forty years. From less than 
100 ovens in 1S60, the field has grown 
to about 25,000 ovens in 1901. 


The bituminous coal production of 


Pennsylvania has increased from an 
estimated output of about 1,000,000 
tons in 1847 to over 42,000,000 tons in 
1890, and to the immense total of over 
79.000,000 tons in 1900. The produc- 
tion of coke in 1900 was, according to 
the state records, over 12.000,000 tons. 
Somewhat more than one-half, or 
nearly three-fifths, of the bituminous 
production of the state in 1SOO was de- 
rived from the Pittsburg coal, the re- 
mainder, about 40 per cent., being de- 
rived chiefly from the lower Kittan- 
ning and the two Freeport coals. The 
number of bituminous collieries in 
Pennsylvania, as listed by Baird Hal- 
berstadt in 1892, waa 706. The list 


published by the same author in 1901 
includes 935 names. The number of 
new mines opened in 1900 was 175; the 
number of mines abandoned was 28; 
the number of mines reopened was 6. 
The districts of most rapid develop- 
ment within the last decade include 
Cambria and Somerset counties, north- 
western Indiana county, the Shawmot 
basin of southwestern Elk county, the 
Pittsburg coal region of southern Alle- 
gheny and northwestern Fayette and 
the Connellsville basin of Westmore- 
land and Fayette connties. In 1892 
the number of mines was: 88 in 
Allegheny, 85 in Fayette, 92 in West- 
moreland, 122 in Clearfleld, 76 in Cam- 
bria, and 19 in Somerset—a total of 
482. Inl90i there were 99 in Alleghe- 
ny, 117 in Fayette, 188 in Westmore- 
land, 127 in Clearfield, 130 in Cambria 
and 53 in Somerset—a total of 714. 
The cost of production of coal f. o. b. 
cars varies apparently from about 47X 
cents to 81.30 per ton—which figures 
do not seem to be reliably suggestive. 
The number of men engaged in and 
about the mines in 1900 was 109,018, 
each of whom produced an average of 
727.5 tons of coal daring the year.

LOOK OUT FOR LOCUSTS, 


CARMACK CRITICISES 


The Philippine Government 
Bill and 


Flays Freddie Funstou. 


Mr. Oarmack, of Tennessee, one of 


the minority members of the Philip- 
pines committee, on Friday spoke in 
opposition to the 'Philippine govern- 
ment bill. 
His address attracted to 


the chamber not only many senators 
but a considerable number of his for- 
mer colleagues in the house. ' 


Mr. Carmack said that this bill, like 


the Philippine tariff bill, simply pre- 
sented one aspect of imperialism. "The 
claim of the Republicans," said he, "is 
that the land is ours because we have 
strewn it with the ashes of its homes 
and drenched it with the blood of its 
people." 


In a former debate, he said, Mr. 


Spooner had charged that the minor- 
ity had prostituted the question to 
partisan purposes and that Mr. Brian 
had seized upon it to force an issue 
with the administration. 
Unfortu- 


nately for this argument the fact was 
that Mr. Bryan had declared his posi- 
tion upon this question long before 
'anybody knew what the policy of the 
administration would be. 
At that 


time the public utterances of McKin- 
ley and Bryan were in exact accord, 
and if the administration had not re- 
versed its policy there would have 
been no difference between them. The 
Democrats in the senate, he insisted, 
had tried to remove the question from 
party politics. 


"The idea that you can transform 


the character of a race by teaching 
them to lead," said he, "is the wildest, 
craziest, the most fantastic dream that 
ever flitted through a lunatic's brain." 
He quoted utterances from Mr, Roose- 
velt, charging that "treasonable ut- 
terances had incited the Filipinos to 
insurrection," and said that we must 
not judge the president in his mo- 
ments of oratorical ferocity or when 
the frenzy of battle was in his blood. 
The president was not vindictive, but 
simply "strenuous," and resembled in 
his habits of speech a certain Tennes-

Agricultural Societies Send Oat Warnings 


of Tbelr Comliig. 


Warnings have been sent out by the 


various official bodies and agricultural 
societies over the northern and eastern 
parts of the United States against the 
reat swarm of 17-year locusts which, 
t is believed, will make its appearance 
lis month. 
After sleeping under ground for 
early two decades, the insects will 


come out in May in enormous numbers 
nd fruit growers especially will have 
reason to fear, to some extent, for the 
safety of their trees. In various parts 
f Maryland the larvae of the insect 
ave been dug up and plowed up. 
Maryland, Virginia and Delaware will 
>robably be the scenes of the greatest 
number of the winged visitors. 


This—the cicada septemiecim—is the 
-eirdest and in some respects the 


most interesting of all insects. Par- 
icularly interesting is the story of the 
volution of the voracious insects from 
he larvoe. Bach female deposits about 


iOO eggs in the bark of the twigs of 
,rees on which they happen to be. The 
arvte, antlike when hatched, drop to 
ihe ground and bore into the earth 
ind there pass the long interval until 
their reappearance above 
ground. 


Chey veritably honeycomb the ground 
n this process of coming out into day- 
ight The insects are then in a pupts 
itage, of a considerable size, and slug- 
gish. They crawl to the nearest tree 
or fence rail, get a strenuous grip- 
one of two strenuonsnesses in the 
career of the .insect—and then occurs 
the final act of this wonderful evolu 
tion. The gelatinous 'shell, dried by 
sun and air and ezpanded by the de- 
velopment of its occupant, splits ver- 
tically of the thorax nature, having 
supplied along this line adhesion of 
least effectiveness. The cicada there- 
upon comes out, using little effort, 
rather depending on the natural 
thickening of its girth to open its 
prison door. In a few hours it turn- 
Dies—a temporarily helpless ball of 
wings, legs and body—to the ground, 
while the empty prison cell clings as 
before until wind and weather effect 
its destruction. Many of these pupffi 
shells will still be found, however, 
clinging to bark or sliver of wood in 
some protected nook years after the 
escape of the prisoner, melancholy 
reminders and promises as well, nor 
empty promises either. 


The second and last strenuous busi- 


ness to which the cicada lends its en- 
ergies is its contribution to the insect 
orchestra of wood, orchard and coun- 
tryside. In this the male only partic- 
ipates. 
It is his love song. 
The 


mechanism that makes the sound con- 
sists of two small drums of membrane 
situated on the sides of the abdomen. 
These drums are caused to vibrate by 
the action of powerful muscles, and 
the noise is varied in tone and pitch by 
adjacent structures resembling in ap- 
pearance, as well as in effect, sound- 
ing boards. The manner in which the 
sound ia produced may be compared to 
the pressing up and down of the bot- 
tom o£ a somewhat bulged tin pan. 


The cicada septe'mdecim is, all in all, 


a beautiful insect, belonging to the 
commonest order of his kind, is entire- 
ly harmless and unobjectionable in 
habit, unless the damage done to fruit 
trees, and occasionally to other plants, 
is seriously considered. That they do 
not sting need hardly be said. A coup- 
le of ants in bad humor could annihi- 
late a brigade of them. 


Watch the ground for their coming. 


Thp pupa on reaching the surface con- 
struct little cones of chimneys of earth, 
variously called "hnts," "towers," 
"chimneys" and "adobe dwellings," 
and these will be most conspicuous, 
sometimes millions of them being 
found in a small piece of ground. They 
are built of soft pellets of cla.y<or mud, 
pressed firmly into place, and probably 
are ' designed to protect the new- 
comer from the first effects of the 
outer air, apt to be damp and chill.

sect has but a few days to live. The 
female dies when the eggs are laid 
and the male follows the last throb of 
his love song.

clntch of the soaped rope should be the 
heroic gullet of Funston." 


The dominant idea of the bill now 


before the senate, said he, was to ex- 
ploit the Philippines. 


"Upon what fact or experience," he 


asked, "did they base their belief in 
the purity of carpetbag government?" 


He spoke of "the horrors of carpet- 


bag government in the south," and 
said that "the Republicans gave no 
heed to the cry of an oppressed and 
plundered people, though they were 
their own people, of their own blood." 
He declared that from the very first 
outbreak there had been a conspiracy 
to suppress the truth and to white- 
wash every outrage in the Philippines.

estigation will show you that the

;ary for the support of a decent life. 
Tre unnecessary expenses slip away in 
smill sums, but the clothing, house 
rent and the food a*-e the points; with 
r'gid economy, in a few years a respec 
,able fortune for a poor man can be 
accumulated and in the present time, 


yep, in this very hour, is the proper 
,ime to begin. 


and its consequences in this calamitous 
hour in confined to no special quarter 
ol the earth. All through British 
India, from Calcutta to Delhi, the 
highways are lined with the living and 
the dead. Millions upon millions have 
been expended in the endeavor to check 
this terrible evil, hut man's efforts to 
alleviate the sufferings of his kind are 
all in vain. 


Thousands of miles away, surrounded 


by all the great centers of civilization, 
the smallest of the European king- 
doms ia in a state ol rebellion such as 
it never knew before.

The rise in butter alone, 
and bread, which is the staff of life, 
and meat, which is among the absolute 
necessities of the poor, has increased 
in cost by millions, 


By this change the rich have grown 


richer and the poor have grown poorer, 
and the question arises of fearful im- 
port, what are you going to do about 
it? The answer is one of threatening 
despair. 
Flavored with want and 


agony untold as th»y look into the 
hungry eyes of their wives and chil- 
dren, no such change has taken place 
in the memory of living men as that 
which has occurred during the week 
just passed. In the country it will hard- 
ly be felt; for a little while the farmer 
may rejoice at the increase of value of 
everything he produces, but in all the 
great centers of industry, where mill- 
ions are gathered together, the ery ol 
starvation near at hand is felt at once; 
and what then? 
Vengeance, dire and 


certain, wicked and unreasoning, lock 
ing upon wealth as an immortal sin 
and ragged poverty as an opposing 
virtue. 
Eobespierre, 
Mirabeau and 


D-intes may find American reincarna- 
tions and in our advanced civilizition 
a commendable effort to 
suppress 


gambling in our city and state, find 
the horrors of the French revolution 
more than realized. Go where you will 
in this great city yon will fiid mechan 
ics and laborers talking about the dis- 
solution of political parties, to which 
they owe nothing and know no alle- 
giance, and the formation of a new 
party that shall divide the possessions 
of the rich among the wives and chil- 
dren of the suffering poor. The radi 
cal change whi'.h has taken plaee in 
the feelicgs ol the working people is 
even more remarkable than the in- 
creased values ol the principal neces- 
sities ol lile. We look for the after- 
math anxiously and the hops that 
some general method may be fcundof 
relieving the tremendous wants of the 
time without the aid of trusts or mar 
derons rebellion. X'ght at.d day our 
police authorities have been hunting 
gamblers. This week they are hunt 
ing the saloons. 


The conviction and sentence to 


. state's prison of a gambler who prom- 


ised his clients 100 percent, per annum 
on their investments, large and small, 
was deemed sufficient punishment for 
the crime, yet here are trusts, without 
a penny of capital to insure the unfor 
tunate speculator any return, doing a 
business ten times more criminal than 
the gambler, who was sent to state's 
prison several mouths ago. Before 
quitting this subject I have a word to 
say about these trusts, large and 
small, and to people who scarcely ever 
do their own taiaking, but iu the most 
important events of their lives allow 
other people to think for them

MAKING BONELESS HAMS. 


housekeeper* 3Iaj- Do It na Well M • 


ProfesMlonal Butcher. 


Little though one may think, the 


process 01 making a boneless ham Is 
itiite a fine art and one that requires 
no small degree of skill in the under- 
taking. In fact, it is not every one 
who can "bone" a bam successfully. 
In the event a housekeeper unfamiliar 
with the art of removing the bone 
!rom hams were to undertake the job 
she would be almost certain to begin 
operations by first of all splitting the 
ham open and endeavoring to carve out 
he bone by cutting around It The re- 
sult would be failure and vexation of 
he worst sort, to say nothing of a ruin- 
ed ham. The proper way to remove 
:be bone would never suggest itself to 
:be average housekeeper. 


The operator stands the ham on end 


igninst a supporting block and pro- 
ceeds to carve around the bone from 
one end as deep as it is possible for 
urn to run bis hand and knife down 
nto the flesh and around the bone. 
Having reached the extreme limit (aa 
'ar. in fact, as it is possible to extend 
che knife), he reverses tbe ham and 
legins cutting around tbe bone from 
:be other end, cutting downward until 
le reaches the point that he attained 
n cutting from tbe end on which he 
>egan, the t-ntiie operation being scl- 
ntifitally coirect and on the principle 
f skinning an animal. The bone then 
slips out clear and smooth, free from 


ny adhering flesh. 
As soon as this Is done stout twine is 


vrapped around the ham and drawn 
aut, completely closing the aperture 
eft by the removal of the bone. The 
wine is thus made fast and the ham 
aid away for a day or two, at the end 
f which time tho bole has closed so 
ipatly that, in slicing the ham. it Is 
llfflcnlt to determine the exact spot 
from which the biniu was removed. 
This is, tlu> proper mode of making 
joneless li.ini, and with a little prac- 
ice any honst'Koi'pt1! can leain to do 
he work as well as a professional 
nitchi'i

and is frequently traceable to parents, 
grandparents 
or great-grandparents, 


ilost sufferers are of an excitable, emo- 
lonal or nervous temperament. 
It 


)ears a rather striking analogy to epi- 
epsy in that its attacks are character- 
zed by suddenness and influenced by 
strong emotions, like fear or grief, and 
not infrequently occur at night, wh'eii 
he sufferer may be plunged from deep 
>loep into an attack, lu both diseases 
excitement during the day is often fol- 
owed by attacks. 
Physicians believe, however, that a 
ligb strung organization alone is not 
sufficient to develop the disorder, but 
hat some other source of irritation 
must be added—that is, some faulty 
state of the system elsewhere, like dis- 
ease of the digestive tract, harmful 
factors circulating in the blood, obsta- 
cles to free breathing in the nose and 
others. 


Whatever may be the sonrce they 


must, be dealt with energetically and at 
an early stage, since long standing 
cases of asthma invariably develop 
changes in the lungs and heart which 
are permanent. The disease can then 
be dealt with only by measures aimed 
at palliating and cutting short the sep- 
arate attacks and with no reasonable 
hope of an actual, permanent cure. 


Tor the young suEferer and for those 
u the early attacks of asthma the 
writer would emphasize the necessitj 
of a thorough search for and the re- 
moval of any and every error in hy- 
lenic living in order to avoid the suf- 
fering of the chronic asthmatic and the 
'urther diseases which it brings in Its 
train.—Youth's Companion.

bur"1 "Body; and' th'eir supply has to be 
kept up. They are sodium salts and 
potassium salts. Tliero is sufficient of 
the latter iu the food we eat, but not of 
the former. We therefore have to add 
the sodium salts in the form of common 
salt, which is sodium chloride. Anoth- 
er reason why we eat common salt is 
that a certain amount of hydrochloric 
acid is needed by the stomach for the 
purposes of digestion and also to kill 
off some of tbe microbes we swallow. 
This acid is manufactured in the stom- 
ach from hydrogen and the chlorine 
of common salt. We take more salt 
with some moats than with others be- 
cause some naturally contain less salt 
than others. So by our condiments we 
seek to even up things.—New York 
Press.
